The view as we drove down the hill was 


lovely beyond description. The lace-like 


pinnacles of the cathedral contrasting with 
the solid towers of the reg«i Hradschin, the 
rim dungeons, the Black Tower, and Dali- 
rka, where in old times many a4 prisoner 
languished in misery, or #brieked out his life 
in torture too horrible to be born in silence; 
underneath, the old castle moat, the Hirach- 
graben, growing green in the spring sun- 
shine ; the emperor's agg ang, roman Ty- 
cho Brahe's observatory ; the Baumgarten, 
with its winding pathways, its fountains and 
statues ; and the eity at our feet, with its 
numberless towers ; the Moldau, with its 
beautiful bridges, its snake-like rafts aud 
tiny boats — together made a picture of 
which the memory will never fade away. 

At the door of Wallenstein’s palace we 
were greeted by a magnificent personage 
with a three-cornered hat, and coat reachiu 
to his heels, unlimited gold lace, and a ra 
and buckle that were quite atupeadons. A 
fat old porter appeared with a bunch of rus- 
ty keys, and we were ushered directly into 
a I chamber, the great duke's bathroom 
made to imitate a grotto of stalacites, from 


‘which the water for the shower bath drip. 


down upon the bather. It was very 
and not at all a cheerful apartment. 

The old audience-hall, with the groteque ca- 
ryatides, was restored in 1854, but the 
other rooms have undergone littie or no alte- 
ration, except that effcted by time. Before 
the windows of the hall three of his gener- 
ais were lianged one day during supper by 
Wallenstein's com , aud at the close of 
the feast the curtains drawn away from the 
windows disclosed to the horror-stricken 
company the lifeless bodies, The garden-

In this room 
Wallenstein played at cards or chess with 


his generals, The freecoes on the walle re- 


present the expedition in search of the Gol- 


den Fleece, and here hangs his portrait aad 


that of his second wife, the Countess Har- 
rach. The sallow, lowering countenance, 


the small eyes, high forehead, and short 
bristling hair, have « dark and forbidding 
aspect, and are in harmony with the charat- 


ter of the man who was reported to be in- 
vulnerable in consequence of a compact with 
the powers of darkness, who aspired to the 
throne of an emperor, and died by the hand 
of an assacsin. Having studied astrology in 
Italy, and implicitly believing in the influ. 
ence of the stars over the actions of men, he 
read his own future destiny in the planeta, 
and loved to shroud himself in silence and 
mystery in ovder the more surely to impress 
the minds of the vulgar, over whon he 
maintained great power and authority, Ar- 
mies arose as if 34 magic at his command.

On Wednesday next the people of the 
Provines will perform a most important 
‘Inty. Much interest is manifested jn 
Parliamentary and Municipal elections, 
It is well that auch should be the ease, 
We fear, however, that. much indiffer- 
enee prevaila about Trustee elections. 
So far as real influence for gooloer evil 


| is concerned, even the Keeveship is un-

| position of School Trustee. The future 


prospects of our country depend npon 
our children, Whether they prove in- 
wlligent, law-abiding, moral, and ablo 
to do their own thinking, depends much 
upon the kind of teachers we have. 
These teachers are selected hy school 
trustees, and the inevitable conclusion 
is that on these officers very much of the 
future advancement or degeneration of 
ourcountry depends. No thoughtful 
man can deny this, . 

And yet what is the inference to he 
drawn from the heggarly attendance at 
our school meetings? What does the 
apathetic, careless, and haphazard man- 
ner in which they are conducted teach } 
Do these things prove that our people 
are intelligently alive to their true in- 
teresta? Do they not proas home upon 
us with irresistible emphasis the alarm- 
ing fact that our people are careless 
about the most important (hy all odds 
the most important) iduty ratepayers 
have to perform. In many cases tho 
position is given to the most unsuitable 
men the Section can afford. ‘Diogenes 
with his lantern could not find more 
thoroughly unintelligent men than 
many school trustecs are. The best 
men the Section can afford should be 
made Trustecs, We trust that in vil- 
lage and evuntry this will be attended 
tv. In our own village especially do 
we hope to see a Board elected that will 
prove the molel School Hoard of the 
County. The material can he found. 
Let us find it. The man who attempts 
(wilfully or ignorantly) to injure the 
educational interests of our children by 
voting for any one who 1 not intelli- 
gently interested in the welfare of our 
schools, deserves the execration of the 
community. Such an one is a public 
enemy and shouldbe treated as such. 
Let the various school houses, and our 
own Town Hall, be filled on Wednes- 
‘lay by ratepayers determined to elect, 
irrespective of politica, nationality, or 
religion, the most intelligent among 
their neighbors. If this is done more 
gool will he effected than by all our 
excitement about other elections.

queathed to the world, they fairly gloat over 
little tit-bite of scandal concerning the pri- 
vate lives of ——. individeate, and 
the worse the scandal the better they seem 
to like it. -It in all very well to talk about 
preserving the purity of the springs from 
which the world derives its intellectual wa- 
ters, but it does no good to stir up the mud 
io those springs, |The water is not improv. 
And, beside this, if we 
are satisfied with the water we should not 
trouble eurselves too much about the spring, 
for it is probable that the more we know 
about it the less we shall like it. There are 
hundreds and thousands of good souls who 
would relish much leas the cool, pure water 
from their silver-plated hydrants if they 
could see the springs—pudiles they would 
call them—from which the delicious fluid 
comes, A very humble hole in the ground, 
at the best, a little spring with some leaves 
and sticks floating on the water, a bug or 
two, perhaps, rippling the surface with their 
active little legs, and very possibly a horri- 
ble frog, with disgusting eyes, crouching 
grimly at the bottom, is not likely to be very 
attractive to those refined folk, who seldom 
see water except in bright china or sparkling 
glass. It is not hecemary to examine 
these springs in order to know what we are 
drinking. If the water is analysed and found 
all right, we need trouble ourselves no fur- 
ther, 


There are people who go to springs, aque- 


ous and intellectual, on purpose to stir them 
up. They say the world ought to know 
what is there—how much tud and immo- 
rality may be discovered if the atirring is on- 
ly deep enough and vigorous enough. Such 
meddlers are generally severely dealt with. 
The world may flock to see what impurities 
have been unearthed, for, as we have said, 
it takes great interest in such things, but the 
officious dabbler receives the condemnation 


of all right-thinki €. ; 

But the worst muh shes of this kind is 
where a man stirs up his own spring, and 
sends his mad, and his sticks, and his bugs, 
and, perhaps, his horrible frogs, down 
rate the pipes to the le.

sentiment, the dubious attitude of Aus- 


tria, and the avowed determination of 
England to take no part in the quarrel 
between the King and the Pope, and 
the uncertainty as to the character and 
policy of the latter potentate’s successor, 
point unmistakeably to Germany as the 
only power on whose aid and sympathy 
Italy can rely upon in the coming con- 
flict between the natfon and the papacy, 
and render it almost certain that in 
event ¥ a poe Enropean war, her 
soldiers will be found in the same line 
with those of the German Emperor. 

The position of Britain is clearly de- 
fined, and openly affirmed. Her min- 
isters have declared that she will not 
lift a hand in defence of Turkey, nor in- 
terfere in any way between the combat- 
ants except to interpose her good offices 
in the interest of peace, should both 
parties be willing to accept her media- 
tion. But at the same time they declate 
with equal distinctness that if her own 
interests are imperilled or affected,, and 
especially if her communications with 
India is endangered o: impeded, she is 
prepared, as of yore, to defend them to 
the last man and the last shilling. In

The ceiling and flee being of concrete 
and the walls of solid masonry, it would 
have been impossible for the fire to 
have spread beyond the room. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. As there 
was no means hy which access could 
have been obtained from the outside, 
some combustible may have boen left 
loft there unknown to the officers of the 
House. The city fire brigade was soon 
on the ground, but the appliances of 
the building and the promptness of the 
servants of the House rendered active 
assistance almost unnecessary. The da- 
mage done ix estimated by the Chief 
Architect at about $100. One day will 
suffice to repair it. 

The Premier was early at the scene, 
and directed the removal of the flooring 
above, where it was found that a defect- 
ive wall made a passage for the fire, 
which by this foresight was prevented 
from spreading further.

Alexander lies lmried among the dead of 
the imperial family in the Cathedral of St, 
Peter and Bt. Paul in the fortress, Under 
white marble tombs stone those whose names 
in life filled the world, Peter the Great, who 
evolved Russia from barbariem ; CAtherine 
Il, ; Alexander, whose reign saw a conquer: 
ing hostile army in the Russian capital, and 
the conquering of the foe who had wrought 
her this despite; and Nicholas of the iron 
soul, 

Under the gorgeous roofs of this imperial 
mausoleum cathedral there gathered this 
morning to listen to a requiem service all 
those of the nobles, courtiers, and soldiers of 
Russia who are not engaged in the cam- 
paign. The standards won by Russian 

rowess in the wars of two centuries hun 
rom the pillars above the veterans who hac 
been instrumental in the capture of some of 
them. Medals and decorations, rewards of 
conduct and valor, bedecked almost every 
breast. 

The Em r entered the cathedral, fol. 
lowed in single file by the male members of 
the Im family now in St. Petersburg,
